The  will  of  your  father  leaves  the  entire  estate  to  your  mother 
with  a  wish  that  if  there  is  any  property  left  at  the  time  of  her 
death,  then  the  remainder  is  to  be  divided  amongst  his  nine  children 
equally.  Generally  speaking  such  language  expressing  a  "wish"  is  not 
construed  as  testamentary  but  that  of  ’’hope"  on  the  part  of  your  father. 

If  my  premise  is  correct,  then  it  is  necessary  that  your  mother’s  estate 
b  rotated  in  order  for  the  children  to  obtain  their  shares  in  t  e  estate. 

The  inventory  of  your  father’s  estate  discloses  the  value  of  ,4478. 
consisting  of  personal  property,  ie,  mostly  savings  bonds.  There  is  no 
real  estate  included  in  the  inventory. 

The  expenses  of  the  executor  show  the  following  items  in  his  accounts, 
namely:  to  attorney  for  services,  4500.,  to  the  executor  for  services 

;75G.  and  for  premium  on  his  band  as  executor,  1630.  These  items  I  have 
determined  amount  to  1880.  or  approximately  42, j  of  the  entire  estate. 

There  are  other . expenses  such  as  funeral  of  *512.50  and  a  monument  for 
126.75.  When  those items  are  added  to  the  sum  of  vlb8Q.  the  figure  of 
42605. 51  represents  9 6,  75,6  of  the  total  expenses.  It  would  therefore 
seems  that  the  executor  has  paid  himself  quite  well  for  making  payment 
of  the  aforesaid  items.  It  also  shows  that  his  fee  is  13  of  the  estate 
which  is  quite  exorbitant  for  the  amount  of  work  he  has  done,  judging 
from  the  papers  in  ray  possession.  His  fee  and  that  of  the  attorney 
amounts  to  approximately  28,4  of  the  estate.  There  is  some  questions 
in  my  m'nd  how  the  executor  can  justify  the  payment  of  payment  on  the 
bond  premiums  in  the  amount  of  v630.  on  an  estate  of  44478.
